NEW YORK — One of the worst w in nr 
storms of the century struck the Eastern 
United Slates during the weekend, killing as 
many as 67 people, dosing highways and 
airports, and leaving millions without elec- 
tricity. 

Hie storm, which developed over the Gulf 
of Mexico on Friday and barreled up the 
Saturday and Sunday with Winding

York, Washington, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Atlan ta and in dozens of smaller cities. Most 
had reopened by Sunday afternoon, but with 
reduced traffic. 

Emergency conditions were in effect in 12 
slates, and tens of thousands of people slept 
in shelters after being evacuated from their 
homes. Many interstate highways were shut 
or had only one or two lanes plowed early 
Sunday, although conditions improved later 
in the day. 

“It’s not too much to say it’s the storm of 
the century,” said Joe Friday, director of the 
National Weather Service.

In its tuning, size and destructive power, 
the storm conveyed majesty as wdl as a sense 
of history. It arrived a week before spring on 
the anniversary of one of the nation's worst 
storms: the Blizzard of 1888. a three-day 
onslaught that left 400 people dead 
A spokesman for President Bill Clinton 
said assessment teams were calculating the 
damage and would have a rough national 
figure in 24 to 48 hours. The presidential 
spokesman, George Stephanopdous, said 
that the president would not rule out visiting 
the hardest-hit areas. 

He said Florida, which was struck by about 
SO tornadoes, was the only stale so far to 
request federal disaster assistance. The high- 
est death tolls were in Florida, with 18; Penn- 
sylvania, with 14; Alabama, with 7; New 
York, with 6, and North Carolina and Geor- 
gia, with 4 each. 

In the Boston area the storm was compared 
to a 1978 blizzard that paralyzed the city for 
four days. Up to 2 feet (60 centimeters) of 
snow Teu, and 30 inches or more was expected 
in parts of New Hampshire, Vermont and 
Maine. 

The New York area’s three major airports 
— LaGuardia, Kennedy and Newark — 
closed for more than 24 hours on Saturday 
and Sunday. The airports were expected to 
reopen late Sunday. 

In other cities, air traffic tentatively re- 
sumed. Boston’s Logan Airport and Philadel- 
phia International Airport reopened early on 
Sunday, and in Washington, Dulles and Na- 
tional airports began reopening in the after- 
noon, but there were not many Bights. 

In Atlanta, Delta Air Lines said it had 
resumed limited flights on Sunday morning 
from its major hub at the city's international 
airport It had canceled about 1,000 flights 
nationwide Saturday. 

Subway and bns services were operating 
normally in New York and Washington, but 

the streets were unusually deserted for a Sun- 
day as the National Weather Service warned 
that the storm was “not over yet” 
hi Manhattan, winds gosling to 70 miles 
per hour rattled skyscrapers on Saturday, 
popping out windows in one midtown office 
bunding, forcing the police to dose 57th 
Street, and virtually paralyzing transporter 
tion on many streets and bridges. 

■ followed by cold turned the snow on 
New York City’s streets into “rock-hard piles 
of ice,” Sanitation Commissioner EmDy 
Doyd said. The task now. she added, is “not 
just carrying it away” but “chipping and 
carrying it away.” 

Residents of beachfront sections of New 
York City and Long Island were evacuated 
from their homes overnight as high tides 
brought flooding. 

North Carofina suffered the heaviest snow- 
fall up to 3 feet in some areas. In West 
Vir ginia winds caused drifts of up to 14 feet.

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G-7 Promises 
Early Aid 
Package to 
Boost Yeltsin 

Amount, Still to Be Set, 
Could Include Direct 
Help for Unemployed

HONG KONG — In an emergency show; of 
support for President Boris N. A elisut. officials 
or the world’s richest countries met Sunday 
with one of his top lieutenants and said a fresh 
aid package for Russia would be forthcoming in 
a matter of weeks. 

The amount and form of the aid have not 
been decided, according to officials of the 
Group of Seven major industrialized nations. 
But they said they were concentrating on ways 
to assist hard-pressed Russians directly, possi- 
bly with a fund for people who lose their jobs as 
the country restructures its economic system. 

The developments reflected deep concern in 
the West about the political crisis in Moscow 
that is threatening to undermine Mr. Yeltsin’s 
power and his plans to shift Russia's economy 
to a free market. President Bill Clinton and 
other world leaders have rallied behind Mr. 
Yeltsin against conservatives who are seeking 
to thwart his economic reforms and strip him of 
authority.

In the Thick of It, Awe and Anxiety

NEW YORK — - New York City was bliz- 
zard-bound and humbled as the storm hob- 
bled locomotion and muffled life with awe- 
some rdeallessness. , 

“It’s the end of the world,” Robert Gill 
estimated playfully, watching children use a 
de-hinged door as a makeshift bobsled in 
Queens. Other residents of the borough s 
southern lowlands worried more openly that 
the disaster of last December’s rainstorm 



Emergency shelters were largely empty as 
people preferred to hunker down where they 
were. 

The blizzard provided most people a sense 
of basic snugness at watching from the win- 
dow during a weekend; others coped with 
growing anxiety that basic utility services and 
food supplies would be sharply crimped be- 
fore the storm was finished.

College near Boston trying to cut through the

Because of the urgency of the situation. o ,r :- 
rials said, ihe aid package will almost certainly 
be unveiled well before the G-7 summit meeting 
scheduled Tor early July in Tokyo. The most 
likely venue, they said, is an extraordinary 
meeting of G-7 foreign and finance ministers 
and their Russian counterparts. The G-7 com- 
prises the United States. Japan. Britain, Ger- 
many. Italy. Canada and France. 

“There is a general sense of the need to 
provide concrete and visible support for the 
reform effort, on a rapid timetable." said one 
participant in the three-day meetings of the O- 
7, which ended Sunday. . 

At a press conference, the meeting chairman. 
Deputy Foreign Minister Koichiro Matsuura of 
Japan, was circumspect. “We have reaffirmed 
the determination of our leaders to ^aippqrt 
Russians reforms in this critical phase, he said- 
adding that “we have to bring back what we 
have discussed here to our capitals before 
anything specific can be decided. 

Privately, officials said, the only question is 
what size and shape the package will take. One 
official said that Mr. Yeltsins gyernm«t 
would not “come away empty-handed t rom its 
meetings with the G-7, but he added that it was 
not vet clear how the amount would compare 
with the S24 billion pledged to Moscow last 
year. 

Appearing with Mr. Matsuura at the press 
conference, Boris G. Fyodorov, a Russian dep- 
uty prime minister, pronounced himself quite 
satisfied" with his discussions, and voiced his 
preference for aid that would demonstrably 
help ordinary Russians. 

“For us the amounts are not so important, 
and we arc not asking for very; substantial 
amounts.” he said. “But what is important is 
that national financial assistance is well target- 
ed well timed, that it’s visible, so that people 
feel that this contribution really helped. 

The emphasis on aid that will be visible io 
ordinary Russians is a new- element in the 
efforts by the G-7 to bolster the foroes or

Weighs Options

MOSCOW — Barely pausing for a back- 
banded rqection or President Boris N. Yeltsin s 
final bid for a national referendum on who 
should govern Russia, the Congress of Peoples 
Deputies has concluded a four-day rout of the 
president and dispersed for another three 

months. . , 

Abandoning even the pretense of nauonai 
uniiv that they made at previous sessions, the 
1,000 or so deputies left Saturday with a state- 
ment to the nation thal harshly criticized the 
president and his reforms and left, uttle doubL 
that the confrontation would only worsen. 

Vesting Mr. Yeltsin with special powers, the 
statement declared, “produced no pouuve re- 
sults." His economic reforms "backlired 
a gain st a majority of the pe*?plc" and his de- 
crees “have continuously violated the funda- 
mental law of the country." 

His every initiative repelled by lopsided vot- 
ing margins, Mr. Yeltsin did noi show up on the 
final day aTter stalking out on Friday, and made 
no immediate statement. 

In the aftermath of the congress, assessments 
of its consequences varied, but none was bright 
for Mr. Yeltsin. Though polk confirmed that he 
remained far more popular than the congress, 
he seemed unable to break through the growing 
arrogance of its majority. 

For now. to be sure, the president was left 
with his basic powers largely intact. But it 
seemed certain that at the next session, now 
pushed back from April to June, he would come 
under renewed attack. . . 

There were reports that Mr. \ellsm was 
preparing an address to the nation. But Satur- 
day, his press service said only that ihe presi- 
dent was “estimating the situation which has 
shaped up as a result of decisions taken at the 
8th Congress of Russian People's Deputies and 
will voice his opinion on the issue in due time.

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Chinese Congress 
Expected to Back 
Younger Leaders

BEIJING — The National Peo- 
ple's Congress opens its annual ses- 
sion Monday and is expected to 
amend the constitution and shuffle 

government leaders, part of a grand 
effort by Deng Xiaoping to prod 
China further toward a market 
economy. 

The president, vice president and 
head of the congress are all expect- 
ed to be replaced by much younger 
men. New leaders will also be in- 
stalled as deputy prime ministers 
and government ministers, and 
some people from outside the Com- 
munist Party are expected to be 
promoted in a show of openness. 

“There is going to be a major 
reshuffle in this congress, with 
more changes in the government 
apparatus than normal." said a 
Western diplomat in Beijing. 

The biggest beneficiary of the 
congress is likely to be Jiang Ze- 
min, the 66-year-old Communist 
Party general secretary. The word 
in Beijing, among Chinese and dip- 
lomats alike, is that Mr. Jiang prob- 
ably will be given the additional 
post of president, replacing Yang 
Shangkun. 85. 

They said Mr. Jiang would also 
be re-elected chairman of the Cen- 
tral Military Commissioa. which 
means he will serve simultaneously 
as commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces and head of both the 
government and the Communist 
Party. Not since Hua Guofeng was 
edged out of power a dozen years 


ago by Mr. Deng has a single per- 
son headed all three branches of 
the Chinese political system 

Diplomats say one reason for 
Mr. Jiang’s promotion is to give 
him an excuse in travel abroad and 
meet foreigners. As Communist 
Party leader, he can easily visit oth- 
er Communist countries, but proto- 
col makes it awkward when he 
wants to meet heads of govern- 
ment 

With the collapse of communism 
in Europe, Mr. Jiang was largely 
grounded- This was frustrating for 
him, as he is an accomplished lin- 
guist who delights in snowing off 
his English, Russian. Romanian 
and a bit of Japanese. 

An Asian diplomat, noting that 
there are so few Communist coun- 
tries left for Mr. Jiang to visit, said. 
“It’s best if he can have a govern- 
ment post as well as a party one." 

Vice President Wang Zhen, 85, 
who long favored harsh repression 
in the cultural sphere, died on Fri- 
day and is expected to be replaced 
at the congress by Rong Yrren, who 
has headed the nation’s most prom- 
inent state-owned investment com- 
pany for the last 13 years- 

Mr. Rong is not a Communist 
Party member, and be is one of 
several nonparty members who will 
be promoted in a show of openness. 
But Mr. Rong and the others are all 
very close to the party leadership 
and in fact are less likely to offer 
dissenting views than many youn- 
ger people in the party itself.

Q&A: Vietnam’s Economy and the U,S. Embargo 


The collapse of the Soviet bloc forced Vietnam to 
intensify market -oriented reforms of its economy, 
withdraw forces from Cambodia and improve relations 
with Asian and Western nations. In Bangkok, Nguyen 
Dy .\'ien, Vietnam's deputy foreign minister, discussed 
his country's new policy directions with Michael Rich- 
ardson of the International Herald Tribune. 


Q. Is an end to the UJ>. trade and business embargo 
important for Vietnam’s economy? 

A. Our top priority now is economic development We 
have adopted a policy of free market economics. We need 
a lot of investment from foreign countries. That's why the 
U.S. embargo is one of the very big hurdles for us. It 


Q. Why then has the U.S. delayed for so long in ending 
tbe wartime chapter of its relations with Vietnam?

Attacks on Tax Plan Help Keating Retain Power in Australia

SYDNEY — Confounding warnings 
that a deep economic recession could bring 
his defeat. Prime Minister Paul Keating’s 
Labor Parly has held onto power in a 
national parliamentary election described 
as the most important here in a generation. 

Mr. Keating and his lef l-of-center Labor 
Party appeared by Sunday night to have 
clinched 77 seats in the 147-member lower 
house, equaling its previous standing. Five 
seats remained doubtfuL Two of them may 
fall to Labor. 

Mr. Keating's victory was credited to his 
attacks on a 15 percent consumption tax 
proposed by John Hewson of the more 
conservative Liberal Party, the governing 
party’s main opposition. But another big 
loser could turn cut to be Queen Elizabeth 
n and the beleaguered British royal family. 

Mr. Keating promised voters last month 


that if he were victorious, he would sponsor 
a national referendum to turn Australia 
into a republic, ending more than two cen- 
turies of formal ties between the British 
monarchy and this former colony. 

If Mr. Keating gets what be wants. Aus- 
tralia would retain its British parliamenta- 
ry style of government But the queen 
would no longer be regarded as Australia's 
chief of state, the monarch’s portrait would 
be removed from Australian currency, and 
the British Union Jack would be cut away 
from its position in the upper-left comer of 
the Australian flag. 

The referendum would go beyond sym- 
bolism and the popularity of the'queen and 
her family, since it would also encourage 
Australians to confront the issue or where 
their economic and political future rests — 
with the other nations of Asia and tbe 


Pacific, or with Britain and the Common- 
wealth. 

The ejection on Saturday was the first 
that Mr. Keating had fought since he re- 
placed former Prune Minister Bob Hawke 
as Labor leader in December 1991. Tbe 
party won even though many Australians 
hold Mr. Keating personally responsible 
for this nation’s worst economic sbde since 
tbe 1930s, with unemployment now at 1 1 
percent. 

Before he became prime minis ter, Mr. 
Keating served for several years as finance 
minister. 

The proposal to convert Australia into a 
republic was a compelling issue among 
many mainstream Labor voters, many of 
whom still refer to the British as “pom- 
mies," a derogatory slang term. 

In his victory speech Saturday night, the 
prime minister. 49, made dear mat he 


believes Australia’s interests are with the 
economically vibrant nations of Asia, now 
Australia's most important trading part- 
ners. 

“We see ourselves as a sophisticated 
trading country in Asia," Mr. Keating said. 
“We're located in the region with the fast- 
est economic growth in the world. We’re 
set up now to be in it, to exploit it to be 
part of iL It offers tremendous opportuni- 
ties to Australians.” 

Debate in the campaign centered on the 
economy. Of tbe nation’s 17 million peo- 
ple. more than one million are unem- 
ployed, and while inflation is running at an 
annual rate of less than 1 percent, si gns of a 
recovery are spotty. 

Mr. Keating used his victory speech to 
try to reassure the country that the econo- 
my had “turned the comer — the growth 
will be coming through.”

Japanese Powerbroker Indicted for Tax Evasion

TOKYO — Shin Kanemaru. the 
one-time kingmaker who has be- 
come the symbol of Japan’s recur- 
ring political funding scandals, has 
been indicted on charges of evad- 
ing income tax on about SI. 7 mil- 
lion erf" undeclared income in 1987. 

Masahisa Haibara. a top aide to 
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Mr. Kanemaru. was also indicted 
Saturday for fading to pay taxes on 
about 5430,000 of income in tbe 
same year. Saturday was the last 
day before die statute of limita- 
tions ran oui on 1987 tax viola- 
tions; both men are expected to 
Tace further tax evasion charges for 
lata years. 

Since the two were arrested and 
held without bail earlier this 
month, Japan's media has reported 
that Mr. Kanemaru, who earned 
about 5200,000 a year as a member 
of parliament, also took in tens of 
millions of dollars in undisclosed 
income that he reportedly invested 
in gold bullion, bearer bonds and 
other hard-lo- trace assets. 

The scandal, tbe latest in a series 
of political corruption cases involv- 
ing top Figures in the governing 


Liberal Democratic Party, has 
sparked national anger and re- 
newed promises of reform from the 
party’s leadership. 

Prime Minister Kiichi 
Miyazawa, who got his job through 
a dosed-door Kanemaru power 
play in 1991. apologized to the na- 
tion Saturday for the state of politi- 
cal ethics.

Democrats in Lockstep With President, but for How Long?

WASHINGTON — It was a display of legislative 
muscle that would have done credit to the Texans 
Lyndon B. Johnson and Sam Rayburn when they 
were running the Senate and House almost four 
decades ago. 

Forty-seven times, the Republicans on the Senate 
and House budget committees offered amendments 
last week to President Bill Clinton’s economic plan, 
and 47 times they were rejected on party-line votes. 

A combination of voter impatience with Washing- 
ton finger-pomtmgand Mr. Clinton's skill in rally- 
ing congressional Democrats to his has inau- 
gurated a new period of bannony between the White 
House and Capitol Hill according to several Special- 
ists, including Thomas £. Mann, the Brooldngs In- 
stitution's authority on Congress who cotes that 
“many of the battles lie ahead.” 

But the budget committee votes were not the only 
signs of party unity. Earlier, all 57 Senate Democrats 
had voted to block a Republican amendment that 
would have delayed enactment of Mr. Clinton's 
effort to emend emergency unemployment benefits. 
They also voted unanimously to break a Republican 
filibuster against the motor-voter registration bHL 

The House and Senate earlier had passed family 


leave legislation, again on party-line votes. 

Mr. Mann said such events suggest “a qualitative 
change from the pattern erf divided government and 
frustration that have characterized this town most of 
the lime since I came here in 1969."

3 More Sought in Trade Center Bombing

NEW YORK — The authorities 
are searching for at least three more 
suspects in the bombing of the 
World Trade Center and believe 
they narrowly missed arresting one 
of them, according to law enforce- 
ment officials. 

The three were said to be linked 
to two men already held through a 
storage locker in Jersey City, New 
Jersey, where chemicals believed to 
be similar to those used in the 
bomb were found. 

New Jersey officials confirmed 
that an intense search was under 
way for at least one other man who 
was seen with Mohammed A. Sala- 
meh and Nidal A. Ayyad, two sus- 
pects now in custody-, in the days 
just before the bombing, when a 
yellow rental van believed to have 
carried tbe bomb was seen around 
the storage locker. Authorities said 
that on Friday they had gone to a 
place where they believed the man 
would be, but Tailed to find him. 

Several agents said that tbe three 
were important members of what 
they called a conspiracy. “There 
are' probably more significant peo- 
ple who haven't been arrested than 
have been,” one investigator said. 


Investigators said that while Mr. 
Salameh and Mr. Ayyad were lied 
to the bombing through the van 
and tbe chemicals, their ineptness 
in evading detection suggested a 
conspiracy in which others master- 
minded the attack. 

Authorities tracing a wire trans- 
fer of funds from Germany into a 
bank account shared by Mr- Sala- 
roeh and Mr. Ayyad and other ac- 
counts maintained by Mr. Salameh 
said they were also investigating 
other traces of financial backing 
that could shed light on a motive 
for tbe bombing. 

There were other signs of pro- 
gress in tbe investigation of tbe 
heb. 26 blast in the trade center's 
underground parking garage that 
killed at least five people, wounded 
more than 1,000 and knocked out 
the city’s biggest office complex for 
weeks. 

An official said that a meeting 
between Mr. Salameh and El Say- 
yid Nosair in Attica State Prison in 


New York had been surreptitiously 
recorded by the authorities and 
that the tapes were bring reviewed 
for any information they might 
provide about the bombing. 

Mr. Nosair was acquitted of the 
assassination of Rabbi Meir Ka- 
hane in New York City in 1990 but 
convicted of assault and gun 
charges. He was pan of tbe same 
circle of Muslim fundamentalists 
as Mr. Salameh and others suspect- 
ed in the bombing and is tbe sub- 
ject of increased scrutiny, the po- 
lice said. The Kahane inquiry has 
also been reopened.

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Yeltsin: The Only Choice 


Nineteen months ago, old-guard Commu- 
nists tried to hall political and economic 
reform in what was then toe Soviet Union by 
surrounding Boris Yeltsin with tanks. Now 
the okl guard in Russia’s Congress seeks to 
achieve (he same objective by hemming in 
Resident Yeltsin with constitutional re- 
straints that would leave him a figurehead. 

Despite years of political upheaval, Rus- 
sia’s Soviet-era constitution survives. By 
insisting on strict enforcement of that obso- 
lescent document. Congress declares itself, 
not the president, the ruling authority. 

Mr. Yeltsin, the man who stood up to 
the tanks, is not taking this constitutional 
power play lying down. He is preparing to 
take his case directly to the people with a 
referendum on whether the president or 
Congress should rule. 

America’s interest lies squarely with 
Boris Yeltsin. 

The Clinton a dminis tration seems Lo 
grasp that interest wed enough, declaring its 
full support for Mr. Yeltsin so long as be 
does not resort to military force. 

But some critics now argue that Washing- 
ton is too rashly betting the bank on one 
individual just as it earlier seemed to stake 
all on Mikhail Gorbachev. Reducing foreign 
policy to personalities is indeed risky. But io 
today’s Russia, there is no other choice. 

The Congress of People’s Deputies was 
ejected under the old regime and has a stake 
in preserving its power and privilege as long 
as possible. Mr. Yeltsin symbolizes resis- 
tance to the August 1991 coup. Crucially, he 
is the only figure with a dear democratic 
mandate from the whole of Russia. Despite 


the painf ul adjustments of economic reform, 

he remains a far more papular figure than his 

opponents in Congress. Hence his willing- 
ness to go to the people in a referendum. 

A succession of ad hoc agreements has 
allowed Mr. Yeltsin to proceed, more or 
less, with his reform agenda. Now the Con- 
gress insists on repudiating those power- 
sharing agreements and returning to the 
letter of the old Soviet law. 

A referendum that defies Congress is 
fraught with dangers. There is talk in Mos- 
cow of Mr. Yeltsin dedaring emergency 
rule, periwp* in league with army generals. 
And there is counter-talk of regional ad- 
ministrators teaming up with Congress to 
-prevent the referendum. 

All this would obviously disrupt the evo- 
lution of democratic institutions. But to 
insist on the Soviet-era constitution would 
choke off that evolution — and reform. 

Mr. Clinton scheduled the summit meet- 
ing on April 3 and 4 to give Mr. Yeltsin a 
boost before the referendum, which was orig- 
inally to be April 11. Washington has been 
trying to speed up new aid to meet Russia's 
im mediate political needs — like unemploy- 
ment insurance, retraining ex-army officers 
and credit for small farmers. These need to 
be kept separate from longer-term efforts 
linked to pr o gres s in economic reform. 

Bn* events now seem to be moving more 
swiftly than the Clinton fast-track timeta- 
ble envisioned. By offering tangible support 
immediately, he and other Western leaders 
pn bolster Mr. Yeltsin’s position at a peri- 
lous pass in Russian history.

The Pain of Productivity 


Politicians tend to be ambivalent about 
productivity. Over the years, rising produc- 
tivity will bring a higher standard of living, 
not to mention lower budget deficits. But 
for the present it also brings lower employ- 
ment in relation to the size of the economy. 
That is what higher productivity means — 
producing more with less labor. The Clin- 
ton a dminis tration has been complaining 
that while the figures show healthy econom- 
ic growth, the number of new jobs keeps 
la ggi ng The explanation is that productivi- 
ty is increasing — faster last year than any 
year in the past 20, statisticians report 

While productivity in manufacturing has 
been growing briskly for some time under 
the pressure of foreign competition, the rest 
of the economy has been plodding along 
more slowly. Now that seems to be chang- 
ing. One explanation is that the massive 
investments in computers by the service 
industries may be beginning to pay off. 

Whi/e this acceleration is profoundly 
good for the United States, it is — as 
politicians know only too well — disruptive 
and painful for many people. It does not 
happen without plant dosings and layoffs, 
as companies shed their least efficient facil- 
ities and learn to run the rest with fewer 
people. Governments sometimes respond 


by trying to slow the rate of change, prop- 
ping up declining industries. Job protection 
plans are extremely costly, almost always 
interfering with genuine economic growth. 

But the pain that economic growth 
causes is real In the 1980s an average of 2 
milli on Americans lost their jobs perma- 
nently every year, often because their em- 
ployers went but of business or their plants 
were dosed or they were replaced by ma- 
chines. Defense budget cuts alone have 
eliminated 1 million jobs, both military and 
civilian, over the past five years, and will 
eliminate another million over the next five. 
As a group, the Congressional Budget Of- 
fice reports, these displaced workers are 
slightly younger and significantly less well 
educated than the average. Corresponding- 
ly. the roost useful remedy lies in retraining. 

Displacement is a cruel process, but 
society as a whole benefits when produc- 
tivity goes up. That is why society needs to 
deaf generously with the individuals who 
disproportionately pay the price of these 
great changes. Retraining and unemploy- 
ment benefits need to be regarded as a 
lubricant that makes faster gains possible 
by holding down public fear and the polit- 
ical resistance to them.

Enough Bungee Jumping 


In a graphic phrase not common to United 
Nations reports, Dick Thornburgh writes 
that funding peacekeeping is “much like a 
financial 'bungee jump.’ often undertaken in 
blind faith that timely appropriations wfll be 
forthcoming." The former U.S. attorney gen- 
eral in his final report after a year as under- 
secretary for administration and manage- 
ment, sensibly proposes a new Office of 
Inspector General. It would check waste and 
fraud and discourage bungee jumping 

But it is hard to demand businesslike 
behavior at the United Nations when its 
members set an example of gross negli- 
gence. Because of chronic shortfalls in regu- 
lar contributions — the United States still 
owes 5240 million in past dues and 5309 
milli on in current dues — the UN has to 
borrow from special peacekeeping accounts 
for normal expenses. Those accounts, fund- 
ed by voluntary contributions, are also in 
poor shape; contributions have not 
matched the growth in UN peacekeeping 
responsibilities. The number of blue hel- 
mets has soared from 15,000 to 55,000 
in just two years. 

The awkward numbers are set forth by a 
Ford Foundation panel co-chaired by Paul 
VoJcker, past chairman of the Federal Re- 
serve, and Shijuro Ogata, former deputy for 
international relations at the Bank of Ja- 
pan. In Mr. V Dicker’s words, the Security 


Council repeatedly authorizes new opera- 
tions mi the premise that funds will be 
available, and “that is simply not the case." 

The panel proposes a menu of reforms. 
The United Nations could require that 
dues be paid in quarterly installments, it 
should charge interest on late payments, 
and rather than pilfering peacekeeping ac- 
counts, it should establish a revolving re- 
serve fund Tor such operations. The costs 
are modest The 5 1.4 billion for 13 current 
peacekeeping operations is less than the 
annual cost of New York City's police 
force: it is one-lentb of I percent of total 
defense budgets of member nates. 

And it assuredly makes sense, as the 
Vdckergronp suggests, to fund peacekeep- 
ing through each nation's defense budgets 
in the posftCold War world. But no reform 
is possible without robust American leader- 
ship. That, in turn, requires greater confi- 
dence in a transformed UN. 

Thus, a special burden falls on Melissa 
Well s, the Clinton administration's choice 
to succeed Mr. Thornburgh in the UN man- 
agement post. Some suspect that asa career 
diplomat, she might wink at the United 
Nations' old habits. She has a chance to 
prove them wrong by malting trouble, cut- 
ting lard and, yes, pushing for an Office 
of Inspector General

This consolation is 
available to Poles, Hungarians and Czechs, to 
Ukrainians and Balts and Kazakhs. They are 
their own men again. 

Jt is not available to Russians. The empire 
from which the others are celebrating then- 
escape was the Russians' empire. For Russians, 
national humiliation is piled on top of econom- 
ic misery. Their pain is doubled.

El Salvador: Truth, Reform 


r jp HE REPORT of El Salvador’s Truth Commission, to be released 


Monday, will give the Clinton administration perhaps a final oppor- 
tunity to try to reform the Salvadoran military.

DETROIT — General Motors Carp, has 
thwarted Volkswagen AG’s attempt to hire 
away its cost-cutting purchasing chief, J. ig- 
naao Lopez de Aniomia. at least temporar- 
ily, the automakers said over the wedtead. 

“I can confirm that Mr. Lopez will stay 
with GM said James Creflin. a company 
spokesman on Sunday. “We will have more 
details tomorrow.” 

On Saturday night. Volkswagen said from 
Wolfsburg. Germany, that the appointment 
of Mr. Lopez to its management board, which 
had been announced on Thursday, could be 
delayed for op to a year because of “continu- 
ous intervention by General Motors.” VW 
said Mr. Lopez, after agreeing to move to the 
German company on Thursday, suddenly 
asked on Saturday that his appointment be 
delayed. 

The Detroit News quoted Volkswagen ex- 
ecutives as saying they believed Mr. Lopez 
was being forced to honor agreements in his 
employment contract with GM that limited 
the conditions under which he can join a 
competitor. 

Mr. Lopez’s job at Volkswagen had not 
been specified, but it was believed he would 
become the production chief, the No. 3 posi- 
tion. 

Mr. Lopez, a feisty Spaniard with a reputa- 
tion as a ruthless cost-cutter, is credited with 
saving GM about $2 billion in its afHwg North 


American automotive operations in the past 
year by gaming price cuts from CM'S compo- 
nents suppliers and creating a new culture of 
efficiency at the carmaker. 

Early Friday, VW said it expected Mr. 
Lopez to join the company on Tuesday, and 
President John F. Smith of General Motors 
issued a formal statement bidding him fare- 
wdL 

Mr. Lopez joined GMs European opera- 
tions in 1980 and was brought to Detroit in 
May 1992 to help stem GM*s losses in North 
America. In addition to deman ding steep 
price cuts, be has sent teams of cost-cutting 
specialists into GM and supplier parts fac- 
tories to find savings that could be passed on 
to the auto giant. 

Analysts said Mr. Lopez's reputation as a 
cost cutler made him a good choice for Volks- 
wagen. The company already has said it 
planned to cut 36.000 jobs in the coming five 
years. “If be can do whar he's done at Gener- 
al Motors, that is mainly cost savings on the 
buying side, then it wifi be a good thing for 
Volkswagen,” sdaid Hans Peter Wodniofc. 
analyst at James Cape] in Frankfurt. 

VW, seeking to slash its high production 
costs in Germany, wanted Mr. Lopez to im- 
plement the same type of cost-cutting mea- 
sures be used in the 1980s to turn GM*s 
Opd/Vauxhafi units into Europe's most 
profitable carmaker. 

His decision to join VW. rumored for 


weeks, boosted VW shares on Friday. The 
slock rose to 292.80 Deutsche marks 
(S176.04) from 289.20 on Thursday. 

GM executives said last week that VW had 
lured him away by offering him the chance to 
realize his dream' of building a car assembly 
plant in his native Basque region of Spain. 

Because YW is its toughest competitor in 
Europe, General Motors could suffer signifi- 
cantly if Mr. Lopez would help cut the Ger- 
man company’s costs and boost its efficiency. 

Mr. Lopez’s status at GM is not dear. He 
has been vice president in charge of world- 
wide purchasing since May 1992, when he 
was called from CM'S European operations. 
Last month, GM elevated the purchasing 
operations to the status of a company group, 
underscoring its importance to the automak- 
er. In the process. General Motors gave Mr. 
Lopez the title of rice president and group 
executive in charge of die group, moves seen 
as an effort to keep him from accepting 
competing job often.. 

At GM, Mr. Lopez was known for ruthless 
cost-culling, bent on rewriting contracts after 
extracting huge savings.

Akihabara’s giant electronics 
supermarkets, which sdl every- 
thing from washing machines to 
laser-disk systems, are suffering 
as increasingly cost-conscious 
consumers turn to discount 
shops that have set up near ma- 
jor train stations in Tokyo and in 
suburban areas in recent years. 
The competition, which is most 
severe in televisions, videocas-

Akihabara’s large retailers 
are fighting fire with fire, set- 
ting up new outlets in suburban 
areas.

Others are turning over floor 
space once devoted to electron- 
ics to imported goods such as 
bags, jewdiy and watches that 
have higher profit margins.

TAIPEI — Taiwan economics 
officials, returning home from 
failed trade talks in the United 
States, will seek meetings with leg- 
islators in an effort 10 head off 
American sanctions over intellectu- 
al property issues, government offi- 
cials said Sunday.

Although some progress was 
made during the talks in Washing- 
ton, the threat of U.S. trade action 
against Taiwan “is still there,** Tai- 
wan's chief negotiator, Sbeu Ke- 
sheng, was quoted Saturday as say- 
ingin the China Times. 

The United States is also unhap- 
py with government inaction on a 
bill that would help U.S. film com- 
panies obtain royalties from Tai- 
wan cable stations that illegally 
show American films. Taiwan offi- 
cials said. 

Progress was reportedly made 
during die talks on the develop- 
ment of an inspection system to 
prohibit the export of pirated soft- 
ware, and the protection of U.S. 
trademarks and drug patents. 

A U.S. representative in January 
made a rare appearance at hearings 
in Taiwan's legislature and accused 
Taiwan ot violating U.&. copy- 
rights covering compact disks, 
computer software, video games, 
video tapes, and laser disks. 

A U.S. copyright enforcement 
group has estimated that violations 
m Taiwan cost American business- 
es $370 million of sales annually. 

Last year, Taiwan exported 
goods worth $23.5 biQion to the 
United States and Tan up a trade 
surplus of $7.8 bilHon. 


Despite PPI, All Is Not Lost for Bonds

NEW YORK — Although the rallv in bonds 
come to a shuddering hail last week, the Federal 
Reserve Board chairman, Alan Greenspan, re- 
sponded with comments that were bullish for 
the market, and few economic analysis believe 
inflation will suddenly spring to life ag^m 

The result, most analysts say, is that interest 
rates on the bellwether ’30-year Treasury bend 
will probably remain in a range between 6.6S 
and i percent for the foreseeable future, very

low by historical standards. The long bond 
closed Friday at 6.86 percent, up 12 basis points 
from the previous Friday, having lost 1 20/32 of 
a point in price over the week. 

The catalyst for the price fail was the whiff of 
inflation contained in Friday's wholesale price 
report, as wdJ as political concerns that Russia’s 
current regime may collapse: which supported 
the short end at the expense of the long end. The 
Producer Price Index rose 0.4 percent in Febru- 
ary. the largest increase since November 1990. 

But Mr. Greenspan, in a speech to the Inde- 
pendent Bankers .Association of America in 
San Diego, said Saturday that inflation none- 


theless remained under control, while the eco- 
nomic expansion remained “anemic." 

This sort of comment is usually taken by 
financial market analysis to indicate the Fed 
may have leeway to lower short-term interest 
rates. 

“Underlying inflation pressures likely remain 
subdued, especially in light of the extraordinary 
gams in productivity," Mr. Greenspan said. 

“The news on inflation has been favorable," 
he said. While investors looked at the most 
recent monthly inflation data, Mr. Greenspan 
pointed to the past year, when consumer prices 
rose just 33 percent, an advance that was “the 
smallest in two decades,” he said. 

The government is to report Wednesday on 
consumer prices for February. In January, they 
rose 03 percent 

“The explosive bond market rally in recent 
weeks would suggest that market participants 
are increasingly optimistic about the longer- 
term inflation outlook." Mr. Greenspan said. 

The bond rally began in November and ex- 
ploded in the days following President BOl 
Clinton’s presentation of his economic plan to 
Congress in mid- February. Market participants 
appeared to have confidence that the program 
of higher taxes and spending cuts would reduce 


the budget deficit and keep inflation in check. 

Even now, there is certainly no consensus 
among market plavers that inflation is set to 
rocket. Friday's PPI “was not a terrible num- 
ber,” said Stephen Gallagher, a money market 
economist at Kidder, Peabody & Co. “It is not 
telling us inflation is coming back to haunt us." 

“We are still having very low inflation rates." 
said Mark Gram, bead of the capital markets 
division at Rodman & Renshaw, a Chicago 
investment bank. He believes the Clinton pro- 
posals to lower the budget deficit will slow 
economic activity and curb inflation. 

Declines in interest rates worldwide should 
also work to keep U.S. rales low. he said, but 
bonds still have a btimpv ride ahead. 

The political tension in Russia, meanwhile, 
helped support short-term issues last week. 

Six-month Treasury bills were discounted at 
a rate of 3.08 percent to yield 3.16 percent vs. a 
yield of 3.10 percent the week before, while 
three- month bills ended at a rate of 2.96 to yield 
3.01 percent vs. a yield of 3.00 in the prior week. 

In other maturities, the 10-year Treasury 
note ended the week at 100 31 /32 for a yield erf 
6.1 1 percent, up from 5.87 percent.

ADELAIDE, Australia — Brazil swept 
past the United States with a 3-0 quarterfi- 
nal victory on Sunday, joining Australia. 
England and Ghana in the semifinals of 
soccer's World Youth Championship. 

The defender Bruno scored a goal in 
each half as Brazil, the two-time champi- 
on, outplayed the Americans in Adelaide, 
but England needed a penalty shoot-out to 
move past Mexico in Melbourne. 

England and Mexico were tied CM) after 
regulation time and sudden-death over- 
time, but England won tbe shoot-out, 4-3. 

Brazil now mil play the host, Australia, 
in the semifinals at Olympic Park in Mel- 
bourne on Wednesday. The other semifi- 
nal will pit England against Ghana in 
Sydney on Wednesday. 

Brazil completely dominated the inex- 
perienced American team, with Adriano, 
Cate and Gian all particularly menacing.

PARIS — Two great designers 
moved from major to minor key 
Sunday and proved that fashion 
can be sweet or sour when it is 
somber. Christian Lacroix sent 
out a sparkling collection in sub- 
dued colors: at Chloe. Karl La- 
gerfeld's drab clothes were flop- 
py, if not quite a Hop. But each in 
its own way held up a mirror to 
changing dines. 

For a wistful melancholy in the 
auuunn/winier shows also ex- 
presses the Fall of fashion.

Lacroix's show hit the new 
mood.

duQed to bronze, but the 
don was still brilliant in its inven- 
tiveness and sense of modern lux- 
ury.

Lacroix's mellow fruitfulness 
came as a new simplicity, in which 
easy pieces relied for effect on 
richness of texture: wool rough- 
ened like tree bark, with (he same 
idea in velvet ribbons worked on 
bold hats. Knits, important this 
season, expressed a rugged gentle- 
ness as chenille tunics, as ponchos 
or as skinny long skirts.

Kawakubo sent out some very 
fine pieces, from the lush velvet 
coals to liny cloud-gray knits with 
a cumulus of gray chiffon. 

Yohji Yamamoto took gaber- 
dine as a theme, which was a way 
to play on his attenuated tailor- 
ing, using mixes of fabric. The 
importance of technique was em- 
phasized with patterns of white 
sti tdies or a collar that showed its 
innards.

liberately arty pieces, like shirts 
with hems dipped in dye, the 
show had great refinement in its 
sense of proportion, in its re- 
straint and in such exquisite de- 
tails as sculpted pleats on a coal 
collar.

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Ethnic Cleansing Masks Dirty Deeds

W ASHINGTON — Clean can mask dirty 

deeds. The word adopted by the Nazi Rttnhard 
(The Hangman) Heydrich to describe the planned 
extermination of Jews was Endltemp wmA »» 
translated into the English phrase “final solution. 
The language soon endows die bureaucratic ^tipfae- 
mism with a sinister overtone that has a greater unpact 
than the phrase it replaces: final solution induced moe 
shudders than the straightforward “mass murder, 
just as liquidation is more sinister than killing, ana 
the idly bureaucratic wndnatii w with extreme preju- 
dice. even if fictional carries a more chilling connota- 
tion than “assassination.” 

This generation’s entry in the mass-murder category 
is ethnic cleansing. Because it has become a major 
coinage, now tired without quotation marks or han- 
dled without the longs of strcaUetk the phrase s ety- 
mology deserves dose examination. 

Begin with the word ethnic. This came from the 
Scots, meaning “heathen, pagan," who got it from the 
Greek ethnos, which the Barnhart Dictionary of Ety- 
mology defines as “a people, nation. Gentiles, a trans- 
lation of Hebrew gayim. plural of gov." 

Now to its modem application as ethnic group. Juhan 
Sordl Huxley and Alfred Con Had don. m tbar 1935 
book. “We Europeans." coined that phrase with a uthor- 
ity: “Nowhere does a human group now exist which 
corresponds closely to a systematic sub-spec ies in an i- 
mals. ... For existing populations, the noncommittal 
term ethnic group should be used." The authors referred 
later to a “special type of ethnic grouping Of which (Ik 
J ews form the best-known example.” 

1 Ethnics as a noun referring to members of a group, but 
atone racial lines, was first used by the sociologists W. 
Lloyd Warner and Pauls. Lunt in 1941; a 1945 study by 
Warner and Leo Srolc applied the noun to groups like 
the Irish and the Jew* By the time David Riesman used 
ethnidty in 1953, the meaning was “identification with a 
national and cultural group," especially amcmg second- 
generation Americans. The power of ethnicity — both 
racial and national, covering “tire Negroes. Puerto Ri- 
cans, Jews. Italians, and Irish of New York Gty" — was 
explored in “Beyond tire Melting Pot.” a 1963 book by 
Daniel P. Moymhan and Nathan Glazer. 

Ethnic as an adjective received its baptism or fire in 
politics when Jimmy Carter rderrcdxo ethnic purity in 
his winning 1976 camp ai g n: his usage was probably 
intended to refer to the pride of groups within a 
neighborhood, bul got him in hoi water with those 
who saw in ethnic purity a veiled reference to support 
of housing segregation. 

Now to ethnic cleansing (1 will skip the roots of 
deansing except to note that tins gerund developed 
from tire pre-1200 verb cleanser, derived from tire Old 
English root of dean.) 

In 1988, well before the Soviet Union came apart, 
dashes broke out between Armenians and Azerbai- 
janis in the autonomous enclave of Azerbaijan known 
as Nagorno-Karabakh. According to Sol Steinmetz, 
executive editor of Random House dictionaries, who 
dtes Serbo-Croatian sources, the attempt by one 
group to drive out the other was called by Soviet 
officials etmeheskaye chishcheniye, “ethnic deansing.** 
On July 9, 1991. a Serbian building supervisor 
named Zarko Cubrilo told Tim Judah, a Times of 


London reporter: “Many of us have been sacked 
because they want an ethnically dean Croatia. 1 * On 
July 31 of that year, as Orthodox Seths and Ca t ho lic 
Croats began the conflict that led to the breakup of : 
Yugoslavia, we had the first Engfish use of the phrase 
in its gerund form: Croatia's Supreme Council was§ 
quoted by Donald Forbes, a Reuters reporter in Bd- T . 
grade, as charging: “The aim of (his expulsion is 
obviously tire ethnic cleansing of *e critical areas 
. . . to be annexed to Serbia." 

A year latCT.journaiisis in tire bank zone picked up < 
the phrase: John F. Burns, in The New York Tunes cm 
July 26, 1992, described the movement for a “Greater 
Serbia,” observing that “the precondition for hs cre- 
ation Des in tire purging — - ■ ’ethnic deansing' in tlx

perpetrators’ lexicon — of wide areas of Bosnia of all 
but like-minded Serbs.” 


That’s the first take at a big phrase that is likely to 
be with us for a while. If the practice is not stepped, 
the term will continue in active use; if the wotld forces 
the forcible separation and trilling to end, the phrase 
ethnic cleansing win evoke. a shudder. a generation 
hence much as final solution docs today — as a phrase 
frozen in history. a terrible manifestation of ethnctf^S- 
Lrism gone wild. *■

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OPERATION SHYLOCK: 
A Confession

T HE idea of the Double, the 
doppelgflnger. the alter ego or 
second self, haunts the history of 
literature, for it goes straight to the 
heart of a fundamental process of 
fiction - making : the ima gining of 
another, the projection of one’s 
hopes, fears and inclinations onto 
an ima ginary other. 

Robert Louis Stevenson split the 
id and the superego, the bestial and 
the civilized, into two personas in 
“The Strange Case of Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde." In “The Jolly Cor- 
ner," Henry James imagined the 


self he might have become had he 
never left America for Europe. And 
Saul Bellow used the idea of duality 
to examine the question of anti- 
Semitism in “The Victim." 

There are reverberations of all 
these stories in Philip Roth's ener- 
getic new novel “Operation Shy- 
kids," not to mention hundreds of 
deliberate echoes of his own earlier 
books. 

In fact, it quickly becomes clear 
that “Operation Shyiock" is less a 
conventional novel than a playful 
monograph on the process of writ- 
ing fiction, less a philosophical 
thriller than a comprehensive ency- 
clopedia of Roth’s favorite literary 
themes and preoccupations. 

As he has done so often in the 
past. Roth gives us clever disquisi- 
tions on the boundaries between 
reality and fiction; once again be 
holds his own literary oeuvre up to 


the lighL using it as a prism to 
examine questions of identity. Jew- 
ishness and the unreckoned conse- 
quences of art. What Roth's many 
fictional alter egos — from Peter 
Tamopol in “My Life as a Man" to 
Nathan Zuckennan in the “Zuck- 
erman Bound" trilogy to Philip in 
“Deception" — have all shared is 
an uncanny tendency to recapitu- 
late predicaments and concerns 
central to Roth’s own life, as it's 
been delineated in interviews and 
essays. 

They have also shared their cre- 
ator's idiosyncratic voice — a sup- 
ple, allusive voice, alternately lyri- 
cal and ribald, meditative and 
shrill; and the narrator of “Opera- 
tion Shy lock." who actually goes by 
the name of Philip Roth, is no ex- 
ception. Indeed, the reader is en- 
couraged to read this novel as a 
kind of autobiographical confes- 


sion. This Philip Roth suffers a 
nervous breakdown similar to the 
one Roth recounted in his autobi- 
ography, “The Facts," and he trav- 
els to Israel to interview the novel- 
ist Aharon Appelfeld. much the 
way Roth did in 1988. 

There, in Jerusalem, Philip has 
an amazing encounter: he runs into 
his alter ego. a private detective 
dying of cancer who not only calls 
himself Philip Roth but also looks 
and sounds suspiciously like Philip 
Roth. And there hangs a fragile but 
absorbing ploL 

While one might well want to 


have a lengthy conversation in real 
.itb Roth': 


life with Roth's characters, one 
somehow expects a novel to be 
more shapely and selective. Of 
course, this criticism has already 
been anticipated by Roth, who in- 
cludes a lengthy rill in “Operation 
Shyiock" about Jews who “talk too 


much.” From time to time. “Opera- 
tion Shyiock" feds as though it 
might break out of this old pattern 
of defensive seif-scrutiny and truly 
engage other issues, but each time 
the novel begins to do this, it's 
pulled back in by the centrifugal 
force of its narrator's self-absorp- 
tion. 

The narrator's efforts to come to 
terms with Israel and the Holo- 
caust — unlike the efforts of Na- 
than Zuckennan to come to terms 
with Eastern Europe in “The 
Prague Oigy" — are eventually 
subsumed by familiar questions 
about his own identity as an writer, 
just as the dazzling comic scenes in 
the book are overshadowed by the 
author's tiresome games with mir- 
rors.
